Fatalities at Piedmont Baths. 


There is evidently something radically out o 


joint either in the -management of the Piedmotr 
baths, or in the overseeing of the swimming poo 
or in its illumination, for the establishment has 
earned the unenviable reputation of being unsafe 
to the lives of its patrons. Within less than one 
year four boys have been drowned in the swim- 
ming pool. Two of these fatalities have occurrec 
within the past two weeks, the last of them 
Thursday evening. In each instance the drowning 
has happened when the swimming pool 
was 


crowded. On such an occasion a necessity exists 
for the greatest watchfulness on the part of the at- 
tendants of the establishment to avoid the possi- 
bility of just such fatalities as -have occurred. And 
yet each case of drowning has taken place without 
•being observed, and it has not been discovered un- 
til the unfortunate victim was missed. Thus, when 
a search was instituted and the body recovered 
life was extinct. 


At the inquest held over the body of a boy 


drowned at the baths two weeks ago, the Coro- 
ner's jury sharply criticized the management of 
the baths and strongly .intimated a defective super- 
vision of the swimming pool when occupied by a 
crowd of bathers. The drowning of the fourteen- 
year-old boy Paine on Thursday evening strongly 
indicates that the strictures of the Coroner's jury- 
have not produced any improvement in the super- 
vision. 
Perhaps, the miserable lighting of the 


swimming pool neutralizes the supervision and 
makes it possible for a drowning person to escape 
the observation of even vigilant watchers. A pub- 
'.ic swimming pool should be so thoroughlv illumi- 
nated that at every point the bottom can be plain- 
ly seen, :-o that in event any of the bathers fail 
.o come to the surface prompt relief can be ex- 
tended. There is no urn-stum that tin conduct of 
'he bath.-, will have to undergo a radical reform or 
there will arise a popular demand for the closure' 
of the establishment.
